THERE was a numerous and elegant audience here last night, to see 
The Comedy of Errors, aud a new Farce, acted for the first time, 
under the title of “« Cent per Cent ; or, The Masquerade.” ‘The Co- 
medy was very pleasantly performed, and the introduced music de-

Tumbrill, (Mrs. Davenport.) Miss Emily has a lover in the person’ 


of Mr. Charles Hopeful, (Mr. Baxer) opposed, of course, by the 
Colonel and his ancient sister. Charles is a friend of Captain Dash- 
more, and both plan to run away with their m’‘stresses froma Mas- 
guerade, which the young and gay Wis. Pennyfarthing, (Miss Green). 
is to give without the knowledge of -her old deary. There iz a go-be-
